Stuart Portrait 
For $17,500

• AN ORIGINAL full-length por- 
trait of George Washington by Gil- 
bert Stuart was purchased last 
week by the University for I17J100. 
It is the first Washington original 
to be owned by the school. 

President Cloyd Heck Marvin 
announced that the purchase was 
made at an auction last Tuesday 
by John Russell Mason, curator of 
art and librarian of the University. 
The portrait was part of the estate 
of the late Walter Jennings, 
wealthy oil man of Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island. 

The Stuart painting, 94 Inches 
tall and 58 Inches wide, will be 
delivered sometime this week and 
will be hung in the main reading 
room of the library. An informal 
unveiling will be held at a future 
date for the Board of Trustees, 
faculty members and administra- 
tive officers. 

This was the first time in many 
years that a Stuart original has 
been available at public auction, 
art experts stated. Dean LIi"or 
Louis Kayser accompanied Mr. 
Mason to New York for the pur- 
pose of examining the portrait. It 
was he who brought the matter 
to Dr. Marvin’s attention. 

Although the University does 
have a replica of the Houdon statue 
of Washington, it has been looking 
for a suitable portrait of its name- 
sake for a number of years. 

Painted in Philadelphia in 1800, 
one year after Washington's death, 
the picture was sold originally in 
1916 by William Macbeth, who be- 
lieved it to be by John Vanderlyn. 
After a thorough cleaning job was 
performed, it wv.z generally ac- 
knowledged by critics and art 
perts that the portrait was one of 
many painted of Washtngtoii bf

• “IN THE BEST interests of a 
democratic society, it is necessary 
that the public own basic indus- 
tries and essential services," argued 
two Oxford University students at 
last Thursday's debate on this ques- 
tion. Taking the negative point of 
View were two students from the 
University. 

Englishmen Robin Day and Geof- 
frey Johnson-Smith. representing 
the Oxford Union Society, matched 
Wit and argument against the Uni- 
versity team of Charles Ulten and 
Steven Grubb. The debate, another 
of the Colonial Program Serlea. in- 
augurated last weekend’s Homecom- 
ing festiv^iea. 

An audience of 1.000 students, 
professors, alumni, and guests Cloyd 
listened as the British team de- Ulysses S. 
ctared that by taking the control 
of the basic industries out of the’ 
hands of the few big captalists and 
putting it into the hands of a pub- 
lic board, apart from the federal 
government, these industries, ^nd 
hence the national economy in gen« 

•ral. Would be more democratic. 

There would be no strikes to upset 
the nation economically. 

The negative team argued that 
lUCh a proposal would place Indus- 
,tiy in the dominion of bureaucracy 
and politics. Efficiency and Inltia* 
tive wodld be sacrifleed In those 
industries and services. They ques- 
tioned the advantages of a strict 
public ownership over a system of 
government control In the United 
States. 

Argument developed at to what 
constitutes a "basic" or Vkey" In- 
dl^try. and the English debaters 
finally defined a dcey industry as 
one which, by its abtions.'affccts the 
economy as a whole. f 

In summing up the debate, mod- 
erator Archibald Gordon Counselor 
and Labor Attache from the British 
Embassy, remarked that Irath teams 
had failed to keep their ^rgupients 
general, having narrowed 'the dis- 
cussion to the United Statfis and 
Great Britain. He concluded that 
perhaps t^e type of economy best 
suited to the specific conditions in 
a country was preferable to a gen- 
eral rule for all nations. n 


• "IHE FUNDAMENTAL purpose 
of education is still to inculcate in 
the individual a proper apprecia- 
tion of the external worth of good 
character, personal liberty, and 
self-government," asserted Major 
General Patrick J. Hurley at the
